Oyster Bay, July 7.—An important or- 
der was issued tonight by § President 
Roosevelt announcing the policy here- 
after to be followed by the administra- 
tion in the making of appointments or 
promotions in the military branch of the 
| government. The president orders that 
if any officer of the army or navy here: 
after shall solicit influence aside from 
the records of his service on file in the 
war or navy departments, in order to 
obtain promotion or assignment, he -hall 
be debarred thereby from the advance- 
ment or detail which he is seeking. The 
text of the order follows: 

“The White House, July 7, 1905. The 
congress of the United States, by ap- 
propriate legislative enactments, has 
made the matter of assignments, trans-

Judge Cochran's opinion holds that the 
prosecution against Caleb Powers, then

| States revised statutes, and sustains his 
'motion for a writ of habeas corpus to

States. 

The ground on which the court takes 
its findings is that from the petition 
for removal and the transcript of the 
record in the state court it appears that 
the defendant has been denied the equal 
protection of the law by the Scott cilr- 
cuit court and cannot enforce his rights 
thereto in the court of appeals because 
of section 28! of the criminal code, as 
construed by that court.

submarine boat Farfadet, which sank

The submarine was being slowly towed 
into shallow water when some of the 
cables snapped, the boat remaining sus- 
pended in a perpendicular position, held 
by a cable from a French tug.

The Farfadet is one of two submarine 
boats of the latest model stationed at 
Biserta.

Moreover, as an incident to your avowed 
work, you render ‘some wellnigh unbe- 
lievable services to the country. For in- 
stance, you render to the republic. the 
prime, the vita] Service of amalgamating 
into one homogenous body the children 
alike of those who are born here and of 
those who come here from s0 many dif: 
ferent lands abroad. You furnish a com- 


mon training and common ideals for the, 


children of all the mixed peoples who are 
here being fused into one nationality. It 
is in no small degree due to you 
your efforts that we are: one people in- 
Stead of a group of jarring peoples. 
Need Better Basis Than Money. 

“Moreover, where altogether too much 
prominence is given to the mere posses- 
ston of wealth, the country is under 
heavy obligations to such a. body as this, 
which substitute® for the ideal of ac- 
cumulating money the infinftely’ loftier, 
non-materialistic {ideal of devotion to 
work worth doing #@mply for that work’s 
sake. I do not in the least -underesti- 
mate the need of having material pros- 
pertty as the basis of our civilization, but 
I most earnestivy Instst that if our civ- 
ilization does not hulld a ld6fty super- 
structure On this basis, we can never 
rank among the really great peoples. -A 
certain amount of money is, of course, 
nm necessary ‘thing. as much for the na- 
tion as for the individual: and there are 
fev movements tn which I more thor- 
oughiv believe than in the movement to 
secure better remuneration for our teach- 
ers 

“The chief harm done by the men of 
sewollen fortune to the community {fs not 
the harm that the demagogue is ant to 
denict as springing from their actions, 
but the fact that their success sets un a 
false standard, and s0 serves a had 
examople for the rest of us. If we did not 
ourselves attach an exaggerated impor- 
tance to the rich man who is distin- 
guished only by his riches. this rich man 
would have a most insignificant influence 
over us. 


How Rich Man Damages. 


“It is generally our own fault if he 
does damage to us, for he damages us 
chiefly by arousing our énvy or by ren- 
déring us sour and discontented, In his 
actuul business relations he is much more 
apt to bemefit than harm the rest of us; 
and though it is eminently right to take 
whatever steps are necessary in order to 


| prevent the exceptional members of his 


class from doing harm, it is wicked folly 
to let ourselves be drawn into any at- 


such. Moreover, such an attack 1s in 
itself an. exceptionally crooked and ugly 
tribute to wealth, and therefore the proof 
of an excepionally ugly and crooked 
State of mind in the man making the 
attack. Venomous envy of wealth {is 
simply another form of the spirit, which 
in one of its manifestations takes the 
shape of cringing servility toward wealth, 


,; and in another the shape of vrutal ar- 


rogance on the ‘part of certai 

wealth. Each one of these ‘shakes of 
mind, whether it be hatred, servility or 
arrogance, is in reality closely akin to the 
other two, for each of them springs from 
ja fantastically twisted and exaggerated

‘The clamor of the demagogue against 
wealth, the snobbery of the social col- 
umns of the newspapers which deal with 
the doings of the wealthy, and the me&- 
conduct of those men of wealth who act 
with brutal disregard of the rights of 
others, seem superficially to have no 
‘fundamental! relation; yet in reality they 
spring from shortcominga which are 


fundamentally the same; and one of these | 
‘nations of mankind. 
(that could not have been rendered save 
| by a man who had before him ideals us 


shortcomings is the failure to have prop- 
er ideally 

‘*Thia fallure must be remedied in large 
past by the actions of you and your 
fellow-teachers, your fellow-educators 
throughout this land. By your lives, no 
less than by your teachings, you show 
that while you regard wealth as a good 
thing, yOu regard other things as still 
better. It is absolutely necessary to earn 
a certain amount of money; it is a man’s 
first duty to those dependent upon him 
to earn enough for their support; but 
after a certain point has been reached 
money making can never stand on the 
same plane with other and nobler forms 
of effort.
